Of course, one can 
never really tell what Is in another 
man's mind and it is just a guess 
as to how Mr. Roosevelt reconciles 
himself to the open violation of his 
own pledges against participation in 
party primaries and to ms extra- 
ordinary repudiation oi his own de- 
nunciation of FVder.il interference.
